HIS PAST long 
weekend 
has 
been a notable one for Allied 
arms around the world. 
.Since invasion of France across 
the English channel is one of the 
paramount issues of the moment, 
I think we must place among the 
foremost of the developments an 
announcement in the Washington 
Evening Star. 
The S tar’s foreign 
affairs writer, Constantine Brown, 
says he learns on the highest au­ 
thority that Gen. George C. Mar­ 
shall, U. S. chief of staff, will be 
named commander in chief of any 
Allied invasion of 
the 
continent 
from England. 
This means. Brown points 
out, 
•that preparations 
for operating 
across the English channel are suf­ 
ficiently advanced to select a lead­ 
er.’’ 
He emphasizes, however, that 
wi ll-informed circles say this must 
not be taken as meaning the in­ 
vasion is ready to begin within the 
next few weeks. 
Well, whether the invasion comes 
soon or late, what we have to keep 
in mind is this: 
When it does ar­ 
rive, and we have an Allied army 
safely ashore in France, it’s going 
to place an unescapable squeeze on 
Herr Hitler, for he will be between 
the Russians on the east and the 
other United Nations on the west. 
Fitting this announcement like a

FIND 36 BODIES 
IN HOTEL RUINS 


Perish In Fire a t Ho usto n. 
Tex a s; 3 1 Other Per­ 
so ns Injured 


(By Associated VMM) 
HOUSTON, Texas, Sept. 7.—The 
bodies of 36 persons were recovered 
from the charred ruins of a hotel 
swept early today by a blaze in 
which at least 31 other persons 
were injured, several seriously. 
Police said th at only three of the 
36 had so far been identified. 
Bodies were taken to the city 
morgue for identification as rapidly 
as firemen pulled them from the 
still smoldering structure, one of 
the oldest In Houston. 
Police said that a check of the 
hotel register showed 133 guests, of 
whom 
an 
undetermined 
number 
made their way to the street by 
means of fire eecapes. By the time 
firemen arrived the building was 
an inferno and it was impossible, 
police 
said, • for 
ladders 
to 
be 
hoisted. 
The fire started shortly after 
midnight on the second floor of 
the three-story structure. The hotel 
occupied the upper two floors. 
Police quoted W. L. Chappell 
the night clerk, as saying that 
about 12:15 a. m. he heard someone 
on the second floor call "fire’. 
Chappell said he found a mattress 
ablaze in one of the rooms, but 
th at he extinguished the flames 
with a bucketful of water. 
Shortly afterward, Chappell de­ 
clared, 
flames 
were 
discovered 
shooting out from a luggage room 
across the hall. 
Police said the fire apparently 
ate quickly through the framework 
interior of the old brick building, 
trapping most of the persons on 
the second flow. 
The hotel, called the Gulf, is at 
Preston and Louisiana.

EUROPE INVADED 
Itr is a strange circumstance that invasion of Italy 
across the Strait of Messina from Sicily occurs as an 
anticlimax in the suspense that has been built up 
pending the long-awaited invasion 
of 
Europe 
by 
Alhed military power. Italy is part of Europe. In the 
north, Italian territory borders Austria. 
The Allies 
are Only one frontier away from Hitler’s Qermany. 
Speculation turns now to the coming probabilities 
—whether Allied forces will move north in Italy, or 
will move across the peninsula and strike next across 
the Strait of Otranto into Albania, while at the same 
time the large British army in the Middle East moves 
north In an amphibian campaign aimed at Greece.

North Africa became an integral part, of the battle 
of Europe late last year when the United States and 
Great Britain concentrated sufficient military power 
there to accomplish the defeat of Germany and Italy

REOPENING THE QUESTION 
Gov, Bricker, a 
presidential 
possibility in next 
year’s general election, has reopened the question of 
the proper span of service in the country's highest 
elective office. Oov Bricker proposes a constitutional 
amendment limiting the next incumbent to a term 
of traditional length—four years—and all incumbents 
thereafter to a single term of six ¡rears. 
Thus, in the event of Franklin D. Roosevelt's re 
nomination and reelectlon in 1944, his span of service 
would be legally limited to four more years, and his 
successor would be elected for one term of six years, 
with reelection barred. The proposal reopens a ques­ 
tion which has been argued throughout American his­ 
tory and was brought to a climax in 1940 when Mr. 
Roosevelt defied the unwritten law against unlimited 
tenure by running successfully for a third term. 
It was inevitable that sometime before the next 
presidential election in. 1944 the Issue of a chtef ex­ 
ecutiv e’s right to perpetuate himself In office subject 
only to his own discretion and capacity and his or­ 
ganization’s ability to win a 
majority of electoral 
v otes would be joined. Gov. Bricker has come out with 
the first important proposal for limitation.

Deal Tactics Hit 
;; By G. 0. P. Report 


By D. HAROLD OLIVER 
MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich., Sept. 
7 .—With a bristling indictment of 
what it termed New Deal ‘ instru­ 
ments o f Fascism," the Republican 
ho me fro nt committee demanded 
to day establishment of a govern­ 
ment agency with full powers over 
pro ductio n, distribution and prices 
o f fo o d. 
The committee, headed by Sena­ 
to r Robert 
A 
Taft of Ohio and 
numbering Governors Thomas E. 
Dewey o f New York and John W. 
Bricker o f Ohio among its mem­ 
bers, urged the 
Republican ad­ 
v iso ry council of 49 in a lengthy 
repo rt to offer the country a pro­ 
gram of increased production and 
Unproved distribution of food. 
Its report went to council mem­ 
bers as thev met in executive ses­ 
sio n to consider a recommendation 
by 
its foreign policy committee, 
headed by Senator Vandenberg of 
Michigan, for a statement of inter­ 
natio nal peace aims. 
Council members leaving tffe ex­ 
ecutiv e session this morning re­ 
po rted a belief that a fight over 
internatio nal cooperation to pre- 
wrv e peu”p had been avoided by 
the drawing of the resolution em­ 
bo dy ing ideas o f several factions. 
The council was to meet later in 


the day to act on the two state­ 
ments of party principles. 
“ Bureaucratic Decree" 
Inveighing against what it char­ 
acterized as the New Deal's regu­ 
lation of American life by 
“ bu­ 
reaucratic decree," the Taft com­ 
mittee asserted that the individual 
initiative of citizens and particu­ 
larly farmers should be subjected 
to “minimum control lrom Wash­ 
ington". 
It charged that the administra­ 
tion policy on manpower and farm

The last person to be taken alive 
from the wreckage was Mrs. Chris­ 
tiana Nix, 28. of Long Island City,

firmly inside. 
It was she who had said, "Take 
your time. I can stand it.” 
"There are dead people in here 
all around me,” she moaned to a 
physician who administered a drug 
to relieve the pain. A marine who 
had occupied the seat with Mrs. Nix 
lay dead nearby. 
For hours, rescuers cut through 
the wreckage with acetvlene torch­ 
es before Mrs. Nix could be removed

er. which was midway of the train, 
when he was thrown to the floor 
by a severe jolt. 
There were about 50 people in the 
diner at the time. Beard said, about 
half cf them women,

crash whipped the diner sideways 
and threw half a dozen passengers 
through the windows. 
"Coffee and hot water and dishes 
flew all over the galley." he re­ 
lated. and men working there w'ere 
badly scalded. 
When the car finally stopped. 
Beard was lvine on the floor be­ 
neath three tables. 
‘"There was panic everywhere,“ 
he said. 
“Women were screaming 
at the top of their lungs. The men 
in the gplley were screaming from 
the pain of the scalding.”
